Tortures Endured by laborers la the Sul- 


phur Mines of Sicily. 


*"There are but few who aGjniro tho col- 


lection of beautiful sulphur crystals in tho 
National inuHeum," remarked tbo gentle- 
mau who collected them from the famed 
sulphur* mines in Sicily to a reporter, 
"who have any idea in relation to tbo 
same except their beauty. I don't think," 
ho said, "that thero is another spot on 
earth where such abominable treatment, 
such flondish cruelty, is alllicted on tbo la- 
borer as in the sulphur mines of Sicily. 
They are paid barely enough to provide 
themselves with a scant supply of the 
coarsest, cheapest food, and a good portion 
of the time they are in a state of cbronio 
starvation. When I was last there, many 
ol tho mines wore closed, and a Sicilian 
paper stated that 80,000 people were starv- 
ing at the mines. 


"Tho work is of the hardest and most 


exhausting character. Very few of the 
mines- havo hoisting apparatus, and the 
sulphur ore fsulpbur and limestone com- 
bined) Is brought tip from the depths be- 
low on the backs of men and boys. Long, 
sloping, narrow tunnels lead from the 
surface down to tbo sulphur beds 200 to 
000 foot or more below. Miners dig the 
stuff out, and it is carried up in stout 
sacks or flat baskets. 
Many of the labor- 


ers, especially the boys, work naked. 
On 


tbotr backs they wear a piece of matting 
or something of tho sort, hold by a string 
around tho nock. This is to protect the 
flosh from boing torn from their bodies by 
tho jagged corners of the oro they carry. 


"No one can imagine nmoro heartrend- 


ing sight than to see tho wretched creatures 
tolling up the long, stoop slopes in the 
mine with tboir enormous loads. Every 
step thoy take wrings a groan from their 
tortured frames. 
Most pitiful to IHO was 


tho sight of tho poor, bent, broken and 
emaciated old men, moro battered wrecks, 
and tho young lads of 10 and 12 years 
who havo just begun this life of cruel toil. 
" Staggering along under loads full as 


heavy ns a strong man ought to carry tho 
dreadful procession \vlndsupwardthtough 
the narrow drifts and tunnols to tho sur- j 
face, whoro thoorois piled up itf rectangu- 
lar heaps and paid for by tho cubic niotcr. 


"As evidence of tho awful severity of 


tho labor is the fact that a very largo per- 
contago of those lads aro so badly crippled 
by the timo thoy roach tho ago for military 
service that the conscript olllcurs aro forced 
to reject them. And I nssuro you that 
tbo Italian government is not ovorcritlcal 
as to tho physical condition of tho men 
she sands by tho shipload to Massaua to 
bo butchered by the Abyaslnians. 


"When tbo miserable creatures leave the 


inferno underground and reach tho sur- 
face, thoy find themsulvos In a veritable 
corner of hades. The sulphur is extracted 
at the mine by roasting it in immonso 
heaps slightly covered with earth, not uu- 
liko in form to a charcoal pit. Tho nir Is 
so filled with sulphurous vapors and dust 
as to almost suffocate one. Not a grcon 
thing is in sight, for the poisonous vapors 
kill all vegetation. The fierce sun beats 
down upon 0110 in thoso verduroless val- 
leys with groat fury. 
On every sido there 


aro hot rooks, acres of impalpable, stilling 
dust and the vapors from the calcining 
tan only bo compared to blasts from tho 
infernal region."—Exchange.

senses, had found tho other half in .his 
pocket, and, not wishing to lose his 
money, had concohcd the plan of singeing 
the edge of the. noto and saying that tho 
other half bad been destroyed. So ho com- 
mitted perjury in an attempt to rob Uncle 
Sam of $5.

not have been more than 825, and in try- 
ing to cheat the go\ eminent out of that 
amount tho young man forfeited his lib- 
erty for a year and a half.—Indianu polio 
Journal.

riding at anchor at the Barr of Senegal, 
and by God's grace bound for Georgcy, in 
South Carolina, to say, twenty-four prime 
sla\es, six prime women slaves," etc.

ends with the pious wish that "God send 
the good ship to her desired port in safety. 
Amen." 
• 


However impious it may appear to us to 


associate the name of God with the in- 
iquitous traffic, still it was looked upon 
by many as a di\ hie institution, directly 
sanctioned by the Bible. The famous slave 
trading captain John Newton, altorward 
to be the llev. John Newton of Olnoy, 
hymn writer aud friend of Cow per, did b\ 
no means sec it to bo his duty to change 
his profession immediately after his con- 
version, though ho ultimately became an 
abolitionist. He curried on slave trading 
for years nfter ho was a devout Christian, 
giving thanks in the Liverpool churches 
for the success of bis last \euture and im- 
ploring God's blessing on his uext^— 
Chambers' Journal.

The Lai-gent Factory In tbe World—How 


It W»» Started. 
) 


Tho largest tobacco plpo factory in the 


world is located in Appoinattox county, 
near Pomplin City. It^ had been known 
for many years prior to"" the war between 
tho sfcitcs that thero existed clay in that 
county well adapted to tho manufacture of 
tobacco pipes, but tho Industry was carried 
on in. tho most desultory way. Sometimes 
a negro at odd times would fashion a few 
rude pipes and sell thorn, in the neighbor- 
hood, generally at the country store. 


But at tho close of tbo war tho whites 


turned their attention to tho clay deposits. 
It •» as a necessity, and not a matter of 
choice.

Tho cap- 
italist Mas delighted. Ho smoked nothing . 
else for some timo and finally inquired of 
the grocery man as to where tho pipes were 
nuule. The latter could only give the 
name of tho \\holcsalo dealer from whom 
he had purchased, but from him the gen- 
tleman loatncd that tho pipes wcro made 
from n clay bank In tho county of Appo- 
mattox, in Virginia.

Tho gentleman &aw that tho pipes wore 


of very rudo construction. 
Ho saw albo 


that wero proper machinery used they 
could be turned out with great rapidity 
and thalyi profit could bo made at selling 
them at a penny apiece. He was growing 
interested, and finally his mind d\velt so 
much upon tho subject that he camo over 
to Virginia and to tho littlo town of Ap- 
pomattox. He wont ut once to the store 
of tho dentlcr in pipes and was not long in 
finding that the best were mado at a bank 
about eight miles away, at what is now 
Pampliu City. 


The rest is soon told. Tho land was 


purchased for a small sum, buildings erect- 
ed, tho latest machinery installed and soon 
tho kilns wcro smoking.—Richmond Dls»- 
patch.

different institutions. In a few training 
schools tho nurses aro paid nothing. After 
graduation hood nurses in hospital wards 
receive from $80 to $30 por month; super- 
intendents from $500 to $1,200 a year. 
District nurses, who aro employed by vari- 
ous churches, societies and sometimes by 
private benevolence to work among tbo 
sick poor receive about the same salary as 
a head nurse in a hospital, exclusive of 
board. 


"Private nurses rcocivo from f 16 to $25 


a week. Tboy havo to pay tbo rent of a 
room to use as a headquarters, and their 
earnings are more or loss precarious. It 
is raro for a nurse to be employed all tbo 
time, and her work is so arduous that it j 
would bo impossible for her to stand tbo 
strain of continuous work."

More Per«on» Come Here Prom Ao»- 


tiln-HunKary Than Front Any Other 
Conutry~-M*B>- More From Ru»«il» 
Thai* Heretofore. 
Washington, Sept. 28.—The annual re- 


port of Thomas J. Fitchie, commissioner 
of immigration at the port of New York, 
has been made public. Iu this repoit 
Mr. Fitchie says: 


"Notwithstanding the fact that tho 


immigration for this year shows au in- 
crease of nearly 100,000 over that of 
the previous year, our old ipjurcfc of im- 
migration—viz, the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, the German empire aud the United 
Kingdom—all together contributed ouly 
9,722 immigrants toward this increase, 
while Great Britain itself actually sent 
us a smaller number of immigrants than 
ever before. The immigration from these 
Countries is, therefore, rapidly reaching 
a point where it may be considered as a 
negligible quantity. Immigration from 
Austria-Hungary has increased from C3,- 
000 to 90,000 since the last annual report, 
and, although Itusbia shows a considera- 
ble numerical aud relative increase, still 
this immigration contains no new ele- 
ments. It is made up ot about the same 
proportion of Hebrews, Poles,, Germans 
and Finns as usual. No other elements 
iu Russiis'* complex population ounce 
any inclination to come here, nnd it is 
highly improbable that they ever will. 
There we, howeier, abundant' indica- 
tions that *or new development* iu im- 
migration we should not look only to 
those elements in Austria-Hungary'*, pop- 
ulation, now well represented, but also 
realize that this, movement is 
extending to the southeast aud is 
to show increasing numbers fioin the 
Balkan stutciv Greece and Turlu-j. 


"The irnim'sratkm of the Cioutium> and 


Slovenes, which started but u few yeuis 
ago, is now uiore^than double that of 
the English. Roumuniu sends us pitie- 
tically as many as Norway. The Ser- 
vians aud Bulgarians also 
form 
the 


nucleus for colonies in buvcnil of our 
large cities. From just such &mnll be- 
ginnings a few yoars ago the Gn-eks and 
Servians IHUC come to have important 
colonies in nearly every citj lu this coun- 
try."

capita, Mr. Fitchie says thut the \una- 
tion is great. He adds: 
"It may be noted that while tlio south- 


ern Italian has uu illiteracy of -i(J\,<> per 
cent aud briiigb $8.79 per capita the 
northern Italian has au illiteracy of 11 
per cent and brings $22. 
Tbe hittoi, 


however, judging from the smaller latio 
of females, has even lebs desire to re- 
main here than his southern compatriot." 


He points out that the Bohemians have 


a very binull percentage of illiterates, 
the other races from the same em pin- 
showing an illitcuicy of from !."> to -H! 
per ccut. 
The Hebrews from Russia 


aud Galieia show an illiteracy of at least 
10 per cent less than their Slavonic 
neighbors.

A Little Eiixirliiient of Interact Which 


Almost Any One Can Perform. 


"It is u great wonder tome," said aa 


old chemist In his laboratory the other 
day, "why moru boys do not take up chem- 
ical experiments as an amusement. Why, 
I can do things with the common mate- 
rials of weryduy life which really seem to 
bo more magleivl to the uninitiated than 
any of tho v oudun, performed by magi- 
clans on tho public htago. 


"Now, thuro uro thosocurious little bub- 


bles of glass known variously as 'Prince 
Rupert'4 drops' aud as 'Dutch tears.' Ap- 
parently they are merely little globules of 
glass with elongated tails, made by heat- 
ing a small f<lash> rod in nflamo and allow- 
ing tho molten drops to fall into water. 
After they havo cooled you may pound the 
thick part with a hummer or mallet, yet 
you cannot break them. On the other 
hand, U you break a llttlo piece off their 
tails or touch any port of them with a 
quartz crystal, they will disappear into tho 
surrounding atmosphere quicker than 
snow will molt ou a hot flre- To the per- 
son who docs not know the reason tho 
performance is most astonishing. 
"Aud yet It is nil very simple. It is dua 


to what is Known as surface cohesion. 
Glass when heated to a molten state has 
naturally readied a very high temperature, 
and whon the drops of melted gloss ore al- 
lowed to fall Into the cold water the sud- 
don change produces stress all over tha 
surfiico of the drop which is really terrific. 
This stress,, however, must bo considered 


as a whole. It is very strong when taken 
all together, but it is exactly as though a 
piece of very thin rubber was stretched 
over the surfiu-e of the glass. If yon punc- 
tured the rubber, its hasto to resume its 
normal condition would pull it oft the 
gla&s. 
"So when you break off tho tail of the 


drop or cut through the film of very hard 
glass with a crystal its endeavor suddenly 
to resume its normal condition results in 
Its own destruction, and it breaks up into 
particles which arc really finer than^the 
finest sand It seems like a wonderful per- 
formance, but it is no more wonderful 
than mniiy another which any youngster 
could perform if he would study even the 
simplest forms of chemical action."—New 
York Sun. ,
